The conference was a peculiar one for sev- 
In the first place, Mr. Taft and 


Samuel Gompers said some pointed things 


about each other during the last campaign. 


In the second place, the American Federa- 


tion of Labor, through its executive council, 
only a day or two ago formally decided te 
keep up its fight against the Republican 
members of congress, and particularly 
against Speaker Cannon and all those asso- 
ciated with him. 

It was as avowed enemies, therefore, rath- 
er than as suppliants that Mr. Gompers and 
his associates visited the White house today, 
and when they left they were as firmly con- 
vinced as ever of the wisdom of conducting a 
political campaign in spite of the disastrous 
results of the fight they made last November. 


Pledged to Fair Treatment. 

While he was on the stump last fall Mr. Taft 
announced over and over again that he dif- 
fered with Gompers and his associates on a 
great many things, and he felt they were ex- 
treme and socialistic in some of their de- 
mands. Nevertheless, Mr. Taft announced 
at that time that if elected president of the 
United States he would be president of the 
whole people and would give just as fair con- 
sideration to every demand made by the labor 
leaders as if they had been his earnest sup- 
porters in the campaign. 

It was in consequence of this pledge and 
right on the heels of their executive action in 
favor of continued political agitation, that 
Chairman Gompers, Secretary Morrison, and 
other members of the council dropped into 
the White house this afternoon by appoint- 
ment and had a long and frank conference 
with the president. 

There was not the slightest attempt on the 
part of the president to “ jolly” the labor 


leaders, and no effort to secure the labor vote 


by means of vague promises. On the con- 
trary, Mr. Taft told the men just where he 
agreed with them and where he disagréed 
He made it clearly evident that under no 
possible circumstances would he ever ap- 
prove any bill presented to him by congress 
which sought to make Jabor men a favored 
class in court. Mr. Taft is as antagonistic 
now as he was during the campaign to the 
proposition to submit contempt cases to a 
jury trial. He told his callers with absolute 
frankness that such a scheme if enacted into 
law would destroy all law, because it would 
be impossible to enforce the decree of any 
court. - 


Big Firms Would Benefit. 
Furthermore, he pointed out that as the big 
corporations had money enough to pay for 
legal services, they would be the gainers and 
not the working men by such an absurd 


judicial system. No laborer on tne railroad 


could collect a cent of damages for an injury 
and no poor man unjustly turned out of his 
house would be able to bring the cruel land- 
lord into court, because the opportunity for 
continued delay and the inability of the court 
to execute its own decree except after re- 
peated jury triais always would protect the 
rich matefactor and always would injure poor 
litigants. 

Medertheless, the laboring men have some- 
thing of an ambitious program which they 
put up to the president this afternoon. They 
Want more rigid enforcement of the eight 
hour law on government work, the enactment 
of a liability law for government employé€s, 
an amendment of the Sherman anti-trust 
law so that it will not be allowed to interfere 
with the right of labor to strike and to boy- 
cott. 

On these subjects President Taft has only 
to reiterate the position he took during the 
campaign. He believes in a government lia- 
bility law for all of itsemployés, so that they 
may recover damages if injured in the public 
service. He believes in a decided modification 
of the injunction practice in the federal 
courts, and he told his callers that at the 
regular session of congress he would use 
every effort to secure the passage of a law 
prohibiting the issuance of injunctions except 
ii emergency cases until there bad been a full 
hearing of both parties interested. Where 
the emergency exists, the president would 
have a new law to provide that a temporary 
injunction should be in force only for a limit- 


' ed time, and that it should be vacated auto- 


matically unless the defendants or persons 
interested actually refuse to appear in court 
and present their side of the case. 


Against Jury for Contempt. 

The president will not support any propo- 
sition to submit contempt cases- to a jury 
trial, because he fully believes the court 
must have power to execute its own decree, 
and that any limitation of that power would 
be fatal to judicial process in the United 
States. 

As to the question of boycotts, President 
Taft’s position now is no different than it 
Was when he was a judge on the bench. He 
holds that a man has a right to strike. He

Officers of the army who were of the young 
Turks’ party have been driven by their men 
to flee for their lives. They have gone to out- 
lying districts and found that the latest revo- 
lution does not extend far beyond the capital. 
The officers of the Third Army corps have 
telegraphed from Saloniki threatening to at- 
tack the capital unless Hilmi Pasha, former 
‘grand vizier, and Ahmed Riza Bey, former 
president of the Turkish parliament, are re- 
stored to their positions within twelve hours. 


Stop Advance at Gates. 
Should such a hostile movement be at- 


| tempted Edhem, Pasha, the new minister of 


war, and Nazim Pasha, who is in charge of 
the troops in Constantinople, will not, it is 
said, permit the concentration of the com- 
mittee of Union and Progress forces within 
striking distance of the capital. 

The new minister of marine, Vice Admiral 
Adjiemin Pasha, has resigned owing to the 
hostility shown his appointment by the navy 
The president of the council of state also 
has surrendered his office, but on account of 
ill health. The minister. of police and other 
officers identified with the committee of 
Union and Progress have either resigned or 
disappeared from Constantinople. 

The soldiers have demanded and obtained 
relaxation in their drills which they thought 
were excessive and the removal of the offi- 
cers who were responsible for the drills. 
Edhem Pasha, minister of war, has ordered 
the reinstatement of all officers dismissed by 
the committee of Union and Progress. 


Parliament in Doubtful State. 

The future of the parliament looks un- 
certain at the ‘present moment, at least as 
regards its functions. The present indica- 
tions are it will become merely a consulta- 
tive assembly. The government is taking 
steps to assure the nation that the consti- 
tution will be faithfully maintained. The 
minister of the Interior has issued circulars 


| fo the public and to the troops in the prov- 


inces to this effect. 

The ulema, too, has issued a manifesto 
supporting the constitution, in which it says 
it learns that some of the deputies wish to 
resign, and that people fear the return of 
the old régime, but the ulema, being con- 
vinced that the constitution is in entire 
agreement with the Islamic law, considers 
it a religious duty to maintain it. 

Consequently all deputies who have not al- 


traitors if they abandon the trust committed 
to them. The manifesto appeals to the depu- 
ties to do their duty and devote themselves to 
the welfare of the nation. It also urges the 
soldiers to be calm, to submit to discipline, 
and to act on the advice of the leaders of re- 
lugion. 


Young Turks Have 60,000 Men. 

The counter revolution said to be formu- 
lating at Saloniki is.conducted from the new 
headquarters of the committee of union and 
progress. The committee is said to be in 
permanent session, arming and equipping 
reservists and volunteers Many already 
have started and ‘they are due to arrive at 
Constantinople Saturday afternoon. The 
Young Turks are represented as relying es- 
pecieaily on the Albanians, 20,000 of whom 
are reported to be willing to uphold the Young 
Turks’ cause by force of arms. 

A Vienna newspaper says that placards 
have been circulated throughout Macedonia 
demanding Abdul Hamid’s deposition and the 
establishment of a republic. It is also stated 
that the Young Turk committees in Asia 


they are preventing troops there from re- 
turning to Constantinople in accordance with 
the sultan’s orders, It is reported that the 
Young Turks claim to control 60,000 troops. 


Crowds Pray for Sultan. 

The selamlik today was attended by a 
great crowd, The sultan was loudly cheered. 
The ulema offered a prayer invoking the 
benediction of heaven upon the sultan, the 
Sheri laws, and the empire. His majesty 
afterwards gave an audience to the minis- 
ters and reiterated to them the solemn as- 
surance that he would uphold the constitu- 
tion. 

Raif Pasha, director of customs, has been 
appointed president of the council of state, 
replacing Zihni Pasha. 

The city. ie returning to more normal con- 
ditions. Business is being resumed except 
in Stamboul and parts of the Galata quarter, 
where many Christian shops still are closed 
notwithstanding the declarations of the po- 
lice that the people have nothing to fear; 
but the impression prevails that the trouble 
is not yet ended and the populace is nervous 
over what is likely to happen at Saloniki 
and Monastir. 

Tewfik Pasha, the new grand vizier, today 
expressed himself as hopeful for a return 
to normal conditions. He said he did not at- 
tach any importance to news from Mace- 
donia, and pointed out that telegrams from 
there, even those dispatched by the authori- 
tles, were inspired. He felt convinced, he 
said, that * en the provinclal populations 
understood the real (ect of the revolution 
they would remain tranquil and abandou 
their protests.

of Sheepshead Bay- 


Flames Add to Niekelodeon Tragedy 
Near Clam Creek. 


New York, April 16.—[{Special.J]—Col 
Roosevelt hunted in the jungle of the cedars 
out on the marshes to the eastward of Sheeps- 
head Bay village all day today. He hunted 
before the eyes of a moving picture machine, 
and it would have been a perfectly bully hunt 
had it not been that the hind legs of the ele- 
phant caved in at the crucial moment and 
had not a grass fire maliciously set by some 
of the undesirable citizens of Sheepshead Bay 
destroyed the jungle utterly. 

The hunter had no warning, positively none, 
of either catastrophe. The hind legs of the 
elephant had been earning their little $3 a day 
right up to the minute when the art director 
of the company cried “ Shoot! and then they 
stepped in a hole and threw the rear elevation 
of the elephant entirely out of plumb. As to 
the fire, it was a dastardly, cowardy attempt 
at reprisal and maybe it can be ignored. 


One of Wildest Parts of Jungle. 

It was about 10 o'clock when the automo- 
biles carrying the hunting party and a mov- 
ing picture camera whisked through Sheeps- 
head Bay and out Voorhees avenue to the 
cedar swamp on the other side of Clam creek. 
The elephant, the lion, the camp equipment, 
and all the African entourage followed more 
slowly in wagons and on foot. The rendez- 
vous is one of the wildest parts of the jungle 
this side of Plum island. 

Once at the rendezvous, Col. Roosevelt and 
the art director were allactivity.

While the colonel was adjusting his coun- 
tenance and his raiment, the African en- 
tourage of jungle beasts were busy in the 
background prinking up for the hunt. The 
African entourage comprised three saloon 
porters of Sheepshead Bay, one blacksmith's 
helper, extremely muscular, of King’s High- 
way; a roustabout from the old racetrack, 
and George, the well known gin drinker of 
Bath Beach. All are dark enough to give the 
true local color to the jungle. All were 
stripped to the waist and there were hung 
about their middles yards of white cloth such 
as the Kroo boys are accustomed to wearing. 

The jungle beasts found some difficulty 
with their tollettes. The lion had to stuff two 
pillows into his skin and abdominal] region 
in order that the prosperity of Africa might 
| not be belied. Frankie, the large black go- 
rilla, couldn't make bis feet track. so he com- 
plained bitterly that his tows were not pre- 
hensile. As for the three ourang outangs 
and the mandril, they could not sit down 
once, having been buttoned up the back.

—which he should carry hoisted on his unac- 
customed shoulders, with the lettering, * T. 
R., Mombasa,” held to the front. The other 
two carried packages of dunnage on their 
shoulders and wicked looking assegais in 
their right hands. 

With Col. Roosevelt in the fore, his teeth 
in the fore even of him—and the African 
entourage grinning and glistening, directly 
behind, the procession through the jungle of 
the cedars in the direction of the kinetograph 
was started. 


Then the Elephant Catches Fire. 

Just then came a wild cry fram the me- 
chanic behind th etograph: 

Hey, the elephant's oh fire!” 

The procession halted and the art director 
hurried to the side of the mutely patient 
pachyderm standing off by the edge of the 
marsh. He lifted up the skin on the port 
side of the elephant and peered within. 

“Say, do you think I pay you $3 a day to 
be the hind legs and then to have yougo and 
smoke inside the elephant? Get out, or quit 
smoking. Don't you know this thing’ll 
burn? 

Well. you can’t expect a fellow to stay 
bent over all day,’’ came the complaint from 
the hind legs, “ and not have a little smoke, 
ki.. you?” 

The interrupted procession into the jungle 
began again. Col. Roosevelt, with the sun 
in his face, glared at the picture machine in 
the most lifelike manner. His African en- 
tourage merely looked and played the part. 


On Scent of the Quarry. 


After the bivouac the next incident that 
was to thrill thousands of prospective audi- 
ences was arranged, The heart of the Afri- 
can. jungle with Col. Roosevelt on the scent 
of the quarry! The elephant, fore and aft, 
was stationed in the offing where it could 
casually lumber into the path of the hunter. 

Col. Roosevelt started to pad softly through 
the jungle of the cedars, eyes and teeth 
alert for game. The elephant had the first 
cue. The mammoth of the forest stalked 
with undulating motion out into the delight- 
ed ken of the colonel. 

„Now shoot! came the command of the 
art director, and then came the shocking 
tragedy to the elephant’s hind legs which 
made the poor beast crumple up before the 
smoke of the gun’s explosion could be reg- 
istered on the film. 

After that in swift succession of disaster 
came the fire.

men on top to hoist the bucket. William 
Snider was the first to be lifted to the surface, 
and when the bucket was lowered to the bot- 
tom again Hank had found another breathing 
body-—that of his brother Charles—the fore- 
man of the little gang in the depths. 

A third time the steel bucket was lowered, 
and climbing into the vessel Hank was hoist- 
ed to the tank many feet above, and the 
bucket. carrying the body of Thomas Nugent, 
sped upwards. 


Scores of Workmen Alarmed. 

The explosion was heard by scores of 
workmen in widely separated parts of the 
big depot site, and a rush was made for the 
hoists, for the terror of the pit was upon 
them. They came scrambling out of their 
holes, and it was some time before they were 
assured that there was no further danger. 
Hank Snider was seised by his fellow work- 
men and lifted to their shoulders and carried 
about the yards, but he insisted on going to 
care for his brothers. 

The explosion is thought to have been 


caused by one of the workmen striking 


a match while digging in the clay, but so far 
it is not known just what exploded the 
caisson. 

The five men in the shaft had been at work 
since 4 o'clock, and had been employed at 
the sinking of the caissons for months. 
Smoking is prohibited and electric lights are 
strung about the deep holes to enable the 
men to see to perform their du ies.

Dead, but Has No Chance 
of Passing. 


SHANAHAN UP N ARMS. 
Measure Is Resurrected During 
Temporary Absence of Op- 
position Leader. 


BY C. 8. R. . | 

Springfield, III., April 16.—(Specia!.]—Al- 
though at the bob-tdiled session of the house 
today @urran’s double platoon bill was called 
back from the dead, there is no probability 
of its passing. It had passed away yester- 
day when the house struck out its enacting 
clause, and it was only because Representa- 
tive David Shanahan became a victim of 
nfisplaced confidence that it is alive again. 

The fact that advantage was taken of the 
scarcity of Chicago legislators and of the 
temporary absence of Mr. Shanahan to con- 
nect the bill with its enacting clause does not 
offer much encouragement to its supporters. 
Speaker Shurtleff, whose actions today might 
indicate that he was willing to have the bill 
passed, in reality, is opposed to it, but is will- 
ing to give it the same chance for existence 
that is given to most of the other bills which. 
get on the calendar. The house organization 
will oppose it and there is small chance of its 
getting past the house, and none at all of its 
being successful in the senate. 


No Quorum in the House. 

When the measure was revived the house 
was working without a quorum merely to 
advance bills against which there was no 
objection and to clean up the calendars 
for work next week. With less than twenty 
members present it was possible to proceed 
only by unanimous consent, and the objec- 
tion of one representative to the considera- 
tion of any bil necessarily stopped it. 

Representative Shanahan, who has been 
made the leader of the opposition to the Cur- 
ran bill, had been told by Shurtleff that per- 
mission would be asked to reconsider the vote 
by which the enacting clause had been 
stricken from the double platoon measure 
and had been asked if he would object to 
such a motion. 

*T certeiniv win.“ said Shanahan. 

With Shanahan announcing his purpose to 
object to the Curran bill, it was not called up 
until he had stepped out of the hall. He went 
back to the appropriations committee room to 
write some letters and about as soon as he 
was out of hearing Representative Anton 
Cermak, who is one of the new Democratic 
members of the Chicago council, asked per- 
mission to call up the double platoon meas- 
ure. 

Shanahan not being present, there were no 
objections and the motion by which the 
enacting clause was stricken out was re- 
considered and by the action of the few leg- 
islators present the be it enacted, etc., was 
placed back in and the bill ordered to third 
reading. 


Shanahan Returns in Anger. 

About this time tidings of what had hap- 
pened were carried to Shanahan and he re- 
turned abruptly in sorrow and anger. His 
old college friend, Mr. Shurtleff, had per- 
mitted this outrage to take place and he was 
filled with unkind feelings toward the speak-~- 
er. He demanded that the vote,by which the 
enacting clause had been put back be recon- 
sidered. 

rinaily to prevent delay in the legislative 
program, objections to the bill remaining on 
second reading were withdrawn and the 
measure is just where it was before the house 
acted on it on Thursday. That which was 
dead is alive again, but it faces the same mo- 
tion to strike out the enacting clause on 
which it lost yesterday. 

It was Shurtleffes caution to his friends in 
the legislature that he wanted them to Keep 
hands off the bond bills that made it possible 
for them to be advanced. They would have 
been objected to at least by Representative 
Chiperfield if the speaker had not acted. 
Mr. Shurtleff believes that they can.. be 
passed in the house in spite of the opposi- 
tion they will encounter. 

It is the plan of the house organization to 

pass both the maybdr’s bill and the charter 
revenue bill. Then if the people of Chicago 
adopt the charter revenue act, it will sup- 
plant the mayor's bills so far as that city is 
concerned, but other cities of the’ state will 
obtain the advantage from them. 
If the people of Chicago defeat the charter 
revenue bill, then the city administration 
can fall back on che mayor’s bills and secure 
the additional bonding power they grant. 
Opposition in the house to the mayor’s bills 
is caused by the fact that they do not pro- 
vide for referendum on the et tags addi- 
tional issues of bonds. 


Kleeman Sanitary Bill Advenied, 

Representative Kleeman's bill limiting the 
sale of sanitary district power to ties 
and municipalities and forbidding sale to 
private consumers was advanced in the bob- 
tailed session. It is designed to take the 
sanitary district out of competition with the 
Commonwealth Edison company and was in- 
troduced by Kleeman more to make trouble 
for the sanitary district than for any other 
reason

Missouri Bankers and Manufacturers 
to Storm Legislature. 


St. Louis. Mo., April 16.—[Special. I— The 
Anheuser-Busch Brewing association, one of 
the greatest institutions of its kind in the 
world, is frightened at the prospect of state- 
wide prohibition for Missouri.

Noth- 
ing was said at the conference about what 
the employers will do regarding the mem- 
bers of the strike s#reakers'’ unton of tile 
layers. It is likesy that the contractors will 
send most of them back to the eastern cities 
where they came from. 


Street Car Men Want Raise. 

North and west side street car men are pre- 
paring to present demands to the Chicago 
Railways company for an increased wage 
scale. A new scale calling for an increase 
of à cents an hour was formulated at a 
meeting during the day, and a committee 


“will be appointed later to present the de- 


mands to President John M. Roach. The 
present agreement expires May 31. 

There are more than 5,000 men in the 
union. Motormen and conductors now re- 
ceive 27 cents an hour after one year of 
service. The scale is 2 cents an hour for 
beginners, and 25 cents an hour during the 
second six months of the first year. 

The men want this changed to 23 cents for 
the first six months, 27 cents for the second 
six months, and 30 cents an hour thereafter. 
Among those who will serve on the commit- 
tee will be President William Quinlan, Sec- 
retary C. W. Mills. and Financial Secretary 
William Taber. A meeting of the union will 
be held next week to hear the report of the 
wage scale committee before the demands are 
presented to the traction company. 


Cab Drivers Threaten Strike. 


Carriage and cab drivers are threatening 
to strike unless the employers grant the de- 
mand of the union for Sundays off. A refer- 
endum strike vote will be taken by the driv- 
ers next Thursday and it is predicted the men 
will vote overwhelmingly in favor of a walk- 
out. At present the drivers work eighty- 
three hours a week. They want this cut to 
seventy-two. The union officers are carry- 
ing on a campaign in favor of abolishing Sun- 
day funerals, which if done away with, they 


contend, would give the drivers a day of rest. 


There are 1.700 members in the union.

a a be Chicago Woman's club, through its 


education committee, will ask Mayor Busse 
to appoint a commission to investigate con- 
gitions at the public library. This was de- 
termined upon yesterday at a conference be- 
tween committee members who for several 
months had been contemplating such action. 
Barly last winter the committee named a 
special committee to conduct an investigation 
of certain phases of library work in Chicago 
and to compare this city, in that respect, with 
others. On that committee were Mrs. Henry 
Kuh, chairman; Mrs. Addison Moore, Mrs. 
Gibbs, Mrs. B. W. Sippy, Mrs: George Pack- 
ard, and Miss Elizabeth Harrison. 
“When the special committee was ap- 
ted it desired particularly to look into 
the facilities of the Chicago public library 
for reaching the public school children,” said 
Mrs. Addison Moore. “Pamphlets and 
statements sent out by our library have been 
compared carefully with those issued fi om 
other cities. In the comparison Chicago 
ranks below Cleveland, Pittsburg, New York, 
st. Louis. and, in fact, every city with which 
4 comparison was instituted. 


Impartial Investigation Asked. 

“We would not presume to place the blame, 
but we would approve of an impartial com- 
mission. That our work may not go for 
naught, we have deemed it advisable to pre- 
pare a comprehensive report and request the 
mayor to name the members of the investi- 
gating body. We do not feel like making our 
feport public, but we will turn it over to that 
commission.” 

Miss M. F. Ahern, editor of Public Libra- 
ries, challenged the claim of progressive- 
ness made by Mr. Hild. Large circulation 
is not a true guide as to results accom- 
plished,” she said. His ideas are old fash- 
foned. A comparison will prove this. The 
reference depariment is creditable, but the 
circulating department is lamentably weak.“ 

Miss Irene Warren, connected with the li- 
brary at the University of Chicago, lamented 
the fact that the present discussion of the 
public library situation had assumed a per- 
sonal, political, and sentimental character. 
She said a change in administratton would 
benefit the public and commended the sug- 
gestion for the appointment of a library com- 
mission. 


Hild Will Refuse to Resign. 

Librarian Hild, acting on the advice of 
friends and as a result of scores of letters 
received, indorsing his régime, decided not to 
comply with the board’s request to resign. \ 

“If I am faithful to myself and to my 
friends in this situation I cannot honorably 
resign,” he said. They criticise not only 
the action of the board, but the manner in 
which that action was taken. If my work 
has not been what it should be I feel it should 
be shown in a proper manner, so as to leave 
no question of doubt. I feel that I should not 
Step down just because of general charges.“

Case Continued for a Week. 

The board expected to dispose of the Schlau 
case late in the afternoon, but Mrs, Falkin- 
burg had so many witnesses present that it 
was found necessary to continue the case 
until next Friday afternoon, 

The Falkinburg robbery occurred on Feb. 
10 last. On March 4 Detective Brocker ar- 
rested both Joyce and Olson in the vicinity 
of Evanston avenue and Roscoe street. Mrs. 
Falkinburg was sent for and partially identi- 
fied the prisoners as the men who had en- 
tered her house while she was asleep, but 
the following day Joyce was turned loose be- 
cause, it was said, the police could find no 
record against him, while Olson was held for 
the grand jury because burglar tools were 
found upon him. Joyce is now under arrest 
at Portland, Ore., and is to be brought back 
to Chicago. 

Brocker Tells of Investigation. 

“The desk sergeant sent Officer Bussian 
and me to investigate the Falkinburg rob- 
bery,” testified Detective Brocker. “We 
found that the door bell had been muffied, 
but could discover no ‘jimmy marks about 
the doors or windows. Mrs. Falkinburg told 
us about having been awakened from a 
midday nap by the sound of voices in the 
room. She stated that she fainted and one 
of the burglars got her a couple of glasses 
of water, while the other fanned her with 
a picture he took from the mantel. On see- 
ing Joyce at the station, she said he looks 
xe one of the robbers,’ but also stated she 
could not go into court and swear to the 


identity. be

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THINKS PARKS HURT SCHOOLS 


Education Board Committee 
Scores Amusement Resorts. 


ONE SITE MAY BE CHANGED, 


Another Location for Northwest Side 
Building Is Urged. 


That amusement parks in close proximity 
to public schools are not conducive to the 
best interests of school children or to the 
furtherance of education is the opinion of 
the buildings and grounds committee of the 
Chicago board of education, The estab- 
Ushment of a new amusement park in the 
Irving Park school district will seriously in- 
terfere with plans for the erection of a new 
school bullding to relieve the congested 
Irving Park school. 

In preparation for the school, the board 
purchased the vacant block bounded dy 
Fifty-second svenue, Fifty-third avenue, 
Grace street, and Warwick street some 
time ago. Six blocks immediately north of 
this site recently were purchased by a syn- 
dicate for the purpose of opening a big 
amusement park, and this purchase may 
result in the present school site being sold 
and another one further away from the park 
acquired. 


Another Site Is Urged, 

The amusement park problem came up at 
the meeting of the committee yesterday in 
the form of a recommendation from the su- 
perintendent’s office that another site be im- 
mediately acquired. The recommendation, 
in part, follows: 

“It has come to our notice that the six 
blocks immediately north of the proposed 
new Irving Park school site have been pur- 
chased for the purpose of opening an amuse- 
ment park. I think it would be tnadvisable 
to have a schoolhouse in that situation, and 
I therefore recommend that the committee 


consider the purchase of the block bounded |

by Fiftieth avenue, Fifty-first avenue, Troy 
and Bernice streets (except about 100 feet 
in thé west end, already improved).

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LOOP RELIEF IS PROMISED, 


Reduced Noise, Fewer Stations, 
and Quicker Time in Prospect. 


HERELEY IN HOPEFUL VEIN, 


Reports Elevated Road Officials More 
Tractable than Hitherto. 


A more cheerful view of the elevated loop 
situation than hag been presented to the city 
for several years was pictured yesterday by 
Traction Expert Millard’ B. Hereley. 

In a report to the mayor he portrayed the 
elevated railroad officials in a more tracta- 
ble mood than they hitherte have displayed: 
and asserted that a number of desired 
changes would be made soon. e 

The immediate work promised was the re- 
duction of the loop running time by the elim- 
ination of two stations and the reduction of 
noise by the installation of noiseless joints 
in the rails, the laying of new rails at track 
intersections, and the replacing of worn down 
ties with new ones. 

The question of a coat of paint for the 
structure was postponed until it is decided 
whether certain changes in the supporting 
posts will be made for the accommodation 
of the surface lines. The plea for benches 
on station platforms Was not answered and 
the demand for sixty foot rails was put off 
for at least a year. 


Quicker Time Around Loop. 

Mr. Hereley regarded the abolition of the 
station in Fifth avenue near Randolph street 
and the one at Van Buren street and Deaborn 
street as a distinct advance for rapid tran- 
sit. There are eleven loop stations and the 
running time outside rush hours is eleven 
minutes. It is predicted that with nine sta- 
tions the time will be cut three minutes out- 
side rush hours and delays between stations 
in the early morning and evening will be re- 
duced. As a means toward this latter end 
the loop directors are considering the length- 
ening of platforms. 

In commenting on the other fmprovements 
the traction expert said: In my opinion the 
realignment of rails, the new patent com- 
promise joints, new cross ties where they 
are needed, and new rails where they are 
needed, not only will leave the loop perfectly 
safe, but will eliminate a great deal of the 
present noise.“ 

His last remark on the attitude of the loop 
officials was: 

“The four elevated roads as well as the 
unfon loop are showing a commendable dis- 
position to meet the requirements of the 
traveling public.“

‘FINE IDEA,’ SAYS BISHOP. 


Plan Held by Ministers to Be for 
- General Good of the En- 
tire Community.

A topic for the ministers’ meetings of next 
Tuesday has been furnished by the Tecrea- 
tion pier project. The same subject probably 
will have frequent mention from the pulpit 
tomorrow. 

The plan—both the specific recommendation 
for a third deck pier among those projected 
for construction north of the river mouth, 
and the general suggestion that piers solely 
for recreation be built at different points on 
the lake shore, where they will tap congested 
districts has met with ministerial approval. 

In interviews the clergy has joined with the 
city, the social settlements, the schools, the 
charitable associations, and the medical pro- 
fession in urging ‘that provision for the ful- 
fillment of the plan shall be included in any 
proposition for harbor improvement. 


Summed Up by Bishop. 

The Rt. Rev. Charles Palmerston Ander- 
gon, bishop of the Chicago diocese of the 
Episcopal church, summed up the comment 
of all when he said: 

“Tt sounds good to me. It is a fine idea 
AI would like to see it succeed.” 

“It ip a sensible feasible plan,” said the 
Rev. James A. Ainslie, pastor of the North 
Shore Congregational church, “and one 
aimed for the general community welfare. 
Out in our neighborhood we have the bath- 
ing beaches, which were so much enjoyed 
last year, but there are districts sadly in 
n of just what the pliers can give them. 

It is a meritorious idea and one to which 
not only the public but the city should give 
all due thought before settling the fate of the 
harbor plan or any part of the lake front.” 


Calls Plan “Immense.” 

The Rev. W. 8. Plumer Bryan of the Cove-

Favored by Hartzell. 

The Rev. Morton Culver Hartzell of the 

South Park Avenue church said he had been 
aiding the agitation since it was begun.

“but I have specific reasons for hoping to 
see it succeed. We need just such a structure 
at Thirty-firat street and another at Thirty- 
Atth.

Gompers Ready for Another Fight. 
Neither Mr. Gompers nor any of those as- 
sociated with him seems to have any scruples 
against going into another political cam- 
paign. They are well aware, of course, that a 
congressional campaign is both easier and 
harder to fight out than one conducted on na- 
tional lines. In the first place they are com- 
pelled to go into individual districts. They 
cannot get the benefit of assistance from a 
national campaign fund, and generally they 
run up against a popular congressman who 
has a heavy party majority behind him and 
who can devote himself to fighting a special 
attack conducted by the labor leaders. On 
the other hand, a congressman who is per- 
sonally weak can sometimes be beaten in 
an off year when he would be pulled through 
in a national election by party enthusiasm. 

In any event, the labor leaders have un- 
dertaken to conduct another political fight a 
year from next fall. So far as can be learned 
they will indorse Democratic candidates, as 
Mr. Gompers seems to be committed in that 
direction pretty strongly. There is a pos- 
sibility in some districts that an out and out 
union labor candidate may be put up, some- 
times with the actual hope of electing him, 
but more often with a view of breaking down 
the Republican vote and electing the Demo- 
cratic candidate. 


May Elect a Few Congressmen. 

It would not be a strange thing if some 
distinctively labor congressmen should be 
elected in a few districts. The short sighted 
policy on the part of Mr. Gompers and his 
essistants of sticking to the Democrats 
makes most labor men regard their efforts 
with suspicion. There would be more ad- 
vertisement for the American Federation of 
Labor to elect one of their number to con- 
gress who would not go into a caucus of 
either party than there would to assist in 
the election of a dozen Democratic repre- 
sentatives who would consider the American 
Federation of Labor only as a desirable po- 
litical element to be placated or bamboozled 
by turns.

Washington, D. C., April 16.—[Special. ]—A 
plan to secure some of the federal patronage 
of Illinois is being fostered by Fred W. 
Upham and Frank H. Hitchcock. Albert J. 
Hopkins, Senator Cullom, and Speaker Can- 
non are objecting.

John M. Ewen Says Benefits of Such a 
School at State University Would Be 
of Great Value. 
— 


The necessity of a college of mining engi- 
neering at the University of Illinois is being 
strongly agitated by the Western Society of 
Engineers. Personal appeals for favorable 
consideration of the project have been made 
to Gov. Deneen, David E. Shanahan, chair- 
man of the appropriations committee; Henry 
Terrill, chairman of the committee on mines 
and mining: R. J. Barr, chairman of the com- 
mittee on the University of Illinois; and Hen- 
ry M. Dunlap, member of the same commit- 
tee. 

“The need of such a department at the 
state university is obvious,“ said John M. 
Ewen, a member of the committee which has 
the matter in charge on behalf of the Western 
Society of Engineers. The United States 
leads the world in the mining of coal, and 
among all the states of the union Illinois’ 
ranks second in coal production. 

The lack of educated men in the mining 
business has been detrimental to the indus- 
trial interests of the state. The benefits of 
such a school would accrue to the people of 


the whole state.”

* Mr. Churchill is entirely right in de- 


elaring that there is no “reasonably 
probable—nay; , humanly conceivable— 
combination against the peace and free- 
dom of the British people which would 
include the American navy.“ He might 
have said England would as well build 
against Mars. The American republic 
wants nothing but peace and amity and 
that freedom to trade over the world 
which England herself maintains. No- 
where do our interests clash, save in tie 
way of free commercial competition. 
Waiving all sentimental reasons for Anglo- 
American amity, and the really powerful 
influences flowing from common speech, 
traditions, institutions, and ideals, eco- 
nomie and political reasons of a perma- 
nent and conclusive character place war 
between us without the region of reason- 
able possibilities. The Venezuela inci- 
dent proves, not disproves it.

Mr. Churchill s¢ems equally level head- 
ed, though perhaps we have no right to 
dogmatize on the esetetic ways of Buro- 
pean politics, when he says No more 
fatal obsession could benumb the brain 
of any statesman than to suppose there 
was a profound antagonism between 
Great Britain and Germany.”

THE NATIONAL PEACE CONGRESS. 

Arrangements are well in hand for the 
second national peace congress, to be 
held in Chicago during the first week in 
May. Its purpose is to lend encourage- 
ment to the cause of international arbi- 
trator and to consider further steps that 


must be taken to secure the realization of 


the world’s long dreamof universal péaca, 
The names of the speakers include many 
that are familiar in this field of activity. 
But the old friends of humanity have had 
their hands strengthened by many power- 
ful allies in recent years, and they look 
forward with hopeful confidence. 

There was a peace congress held in 
Chicago during the months of the Colum- 
bian exposition ip 1893. It was only one 
of many gatherings of that summer, and 
its addresses and résolutions were over- 
shadowed by the dominant presence of 
the great exhibition in Jackson park. 
But within six years its delegates saw 
their recommentlation for a congress and 
high court of nations take substantial 
form in the first Hague conference of 
1899. 

The first national peace congress was 
held in New York in 1907, on the eve of 
the meeting of the second Hague confer- 
ence, and its part in the success of that 
gathering of representatives of ny e 
nations is well understood. The princi- 
ple of arbitration has gained so much 
strength ‘that its position as a method of 
adjustment is absolutely assured. @ 

But there is many a fight yet to be won. 
Plans must be made. Theories must be 
sifted, Ideals must be converted inte 
practicable regulations. Public opinion 
must de created. National and interna- 
tional influences must be set at work 
with the third Hague conference of 1915 
constantly in mind. The accomplishments 
ot the past certainly have their encour- 
agement for even greater effort for future 
triumphs. Some ideas put into happy 
phrase at the coming congress here may 
find world wide acceptance among the na- 
tions. What has been done combines 
with what is to be done to make ths 
lively interest in this approaching May 
meeting.

who is Known as Salvation Tucker. It 


may be added by way of explanation that 


Damnation Tucker,” although the best 
hearted man in the world and always beloved 
by his men, is famed for the character of his 
language and of his expletives, which only 
can be described as extremely picturesque. 

The O Connells are an ancient family 
which originally came from County Limer- 
ick but which has been settled for centuries 
in County Kerry, where its members used 
to be known as the O’Connells of Darrinine 
abbey, which, by the way, was the home of 
the Hberator whose name still occupies so 
warm a place in every true Irish heart.

Mr. Hertz was in exceptionally gentle mood 
and not only restrained himself, but, what is 
still more to the point, restrained his play- 
ers. The orchestra was enlarged so that 
some of the men had to be seated in the first 
row of the parquet, but despite this increase 
the instrumental tone mass was held in such 
relation to the singers on the stage that 
everything the latter sang was heard above 
and through it.

The flickering hearth fire 
in the first act was trying on the eyes, but 
the manner in which the handle of the sword 
in the tree trunk was illuminated was a dis- 
tinct improvement over the former electric 
light arrangement. The arrival of the 
springtime was also skillfully accomplished, 
and in the scenes of the fight in the clouds 
and the ride of the Valkyries the usual meth. 
ods were emplored, but more smoqthly than 
they have been in the past. 

The final fire scene was not much of an af- 
fair, but this is the one fine effect which has 
not been adequately compassed here in many 
years.

Never pretty 
in the usual meaning of that term, she had

Carlyle was more in love with her at firet 
than she with him, and his letters are more 
Passionate at the start. She is more inclined 
to play with him, and her playfulness has 
often been misunderstood, even by those who 
might be supposed to know. She seems to 
have been more or less of a flirt even after 
they were married, for in his Reminiscences 
Carlyle said of her: I think it highly prob- 
able that if flirting were a capital crime, she 
would have been in danger of having been 
hanged many times over.” As the world 
looks at these things, Jane Welsh could have 
married much better than she did, Her peo- 
ple were socially higher up in the world than 
the Carlyles. His father was a sant, 
while her people came from the professional 
Class. She knew, however, that he was a 
great Man, and her vanity was pleased that 
he should have singled her out of all the 


world. 


There were times in their married life that 
they were unhappy, misunderstandings and 
the like, but who shall say that they differed 
from other married folkinthis? But one has 
only to read their letters to be convinced 
that, ctinsidering their temperaments, the 
Carlylés were as happily married as most 
people and more happily than magy. 

Perhaps the most important letter in this 
book is number 128 in volume 2. In reading 
it one must remember that Carlyle is refer- 
ting to Miss Welsh’s confession that she had 
once passionately loved Edward Irving, and 
he is referring to irritability and Ul health 
caused by dyspepsia. It was this letter that 
caused the wrong impression given out by 
Froude. I quote this letter in its entirety, as 
it is the keynote of the Carlyle life story: 


My Dearest: Your letter reached me but a few 
hours ago: I was doubly shocked on reading it a 
second time to find it dated Sunday. What a week 
you must have had! It were inhuman to keep you 
another moment in uncertainty. 

You exaggerate this matter greatly: it is an evil, 
but it may be borne; we must bear it together; 
what else can we do? Much of the annoyance fh 
occasioned to me proceeds from selfish sources, of a 
poor enough description; this is unworthy of our 
notice. Let it go to strengthen the schoolings of 
experience, let it be another chast ent to 
Vanity: perhaps she needs it; and if not, who is 
She that I should take thought of her? é 

Nor is the other, more serious part of the mis- 
chief halt so hejnous in my eyes as it seems to be 
in yours. There was a want of firmness in with- 
holding an avowal which you thought might give 
me pain, there must have been much suffering in 
the concealments and reservations it imposéd on 
you: but there is a heroism in your present frank- 
ness, a fund of truth and probity, which ought to 
cancel all that went before. You say it was not 
voluntary: s0 much the more difficult; I honor 
it the more. You ask me to forgive you, you stand 
humbled and weeping before me. No more of this, 
tor God's sake! Forgiveness! Where ig the living 
man that dare look steadfastly into his painted 
sepulcher "’ of a heart and ar: “I have lived one 
year without committing fifty faults of a deeper 
dye than his? My dear Jane! My best jane’ 
Your soul is of a more ethereal temper than befits 
this very despicable world. You have truth and 
nobleness, you are forced to love them; and you 
know not how they may be reached. O God! What 
a heartless slave were I, if I discouraged you, 
for any paltry momentary interests of my own, in 
the sacred object you are afming at! Believe me, 
my Dearest, this struggling of a pure soul to es- 
cape from the contaminations that encircle it, is 
but the more touching to me that its success is 
incomplete. It is human nature in the loveliest 
aspect our poor Earth admits of; flesh and spirit, 
the clay of the ground made living by the breath 
of the Almighty. 

O love truth, my Dearest, prize it beyond all 
fame and power and happiness! OSntinue to love it 
fearlessly, thro’ good and bad report: it is the day- 
star from on high that shines to us in this gloomy 
wilderness of existence; there is still hope of him 
who knows and venerates its light, and dare de- 
termine to hold fast by it to the death. Help me 
too to love it: I can talk more largely of it than 
you; but many an hour I could say with Brutus: 
‘Virtue, have I worshiped thee as a substance, 
and found thee an empty shadow? It is not so! 
By the majestic Universe, by the mysterious Soul 
of Man, it is not so! There is worth in goodness 
which defies all chance.

SOME ISSUES RUN QOUNTER. 


Excellent Condition of Bond Market 


Shown in Frisco Case. 


(NEW YORK FINANCIAL LEADER.) 

NEW YORK, April 16.—[{Special.]—The ir- 
regularity which had characterized all ses- 
sions of the stock exchange up to Thursday 
night during the current week developed 
into a definite reaction today and under in- 
creasingly heavy offerings prices yielded 
ground slowly, closing with losses of a point 
or more in leading shares and smaller ten- 
eral recessions. 

Apparently the absence of vigorous profes- 
sional support in preceding sessions tempted 
speculators to test the market's capacity to 
take stock today, for it was quite obviously 
selling from such.sources which brought 
about the substantial decline of the closing 
hours of business. Liquidation by London 
on a fairly large scale was a smaller factor in 
the movement. 


Some Issues Counter to Current. 

There were no special features of weakness 
in the trading, but on the contrary, a num- 
ber of issues ran, strongly counter to the 
current. Rock Island and Frisco securities 
were benefited by the announcement of the 
successful termination of the international 
syndicate organized under the leadership of 
a prominent local banking house some time 
ago to purchase a large block of Frisco 
bonds, a transaction which was. followed 
today by the taking of a smaller block of the 
same bonds. Such financing operations tes- 
tify, of course, to the excellent condition of 
the bond market, particularly so in the pres- 


ent case, inasmuch: as it is understood that N 


the railroad has no immediate call for funds, 
but is simply taking advantage of a + Abt 
able opportunity to secure money for future 
use.
